Lack of Evidence 
Frees Marylander 


Lying flat on his hack in tho rear seat of his two-door, 
coach-type automobile, parked on an old wood road in an iso­ 
lated section of Jack's Mountain between Fairfield and Char- 
mian, the body of 26-year-old Dr. Dudley C. Brownell, New 
Oxford dentist, was found about six o’clock Monday evening 
by John Benchoflf, who resides about two and one-half miles 
northeast of Chainman, in Adams county. 
He was neatly dressed in a dark suit, clean shirt, dark 
hose and oxfords. 
His head rested on the right side of the 
rear seat with his feet doubled up underneath his upraised 
knees. 
His right arm hung down off the seat onto the floor 
of the tonneau, his left arm limp across his stomach. 
One end of ti new garden hose hung down into the ton­ 
neau from an open window on the left side of the machine. 
Loaded Revolver Found 
In ti compartment in th® dashboard of the car was a .38 
calibre Colt revolver, fully loaded, but bearing no signs or 
marks to indicate that it ever had been fired. 
“It is a plain case of suicide,” said Dr. A. W. Thrush, 
Chambersburg, Franklin county coroner, and Corporal A. B. 
Snyder, in command of the Chambersburg sub-station of state 
police, who were called to the scene of the tragedy at 6:50 
j o’clock Monday night by Dr. H. C. Bridgers, of Blue Ridge 
Summit, who had been informed of the tragedy by Mr. 
Benchoff. 
According to the reconstructed story of the tragedy by 
Doctor Thrush and Corporal Snyder, Dr. Brownell had driv­ 
en to the isolated section of the mountains and parked his car 
about eight yards oflf tlye hard-surfaced road, en im old wood 
road. 
His machine was within easy view of the main road 
: through the mountains.

— For a 
third time, Norman Thom as was 
nom inated M onday as the socialist 
candidate for President.

Nelson was nom inated unanim ous­ 
ly, and Thomas, the party nominee 
in 1928 and 1932, by an overwhelm­ 
ing voice vote. 
Hight W ing Voles “No” 
Against his choice there was a low 
cry of "No" from some members of 
right wing delegations — evidencing 
the bitter week-end dispute over the 
New York controversy, which ended 
in the seating of the leftist Thom as 
delegation and the organization of a 
new party by the Now York "Old 
G uard" 
after its delegation was 
turned down by the convention. 
Final consideration of the party 
platform was deferred until today. 
While there was no statem ents 
opposition to the d raft of the plat­ 
form committee, the presence of 
some objections and a minority re­ 
port prom pted reconsideration 
to 
smooth out the differences. 
Greeted W ith Demonstration 
Tile nom ination of Thom as was 
made by Dr, H arry W. Laidler—co­ 
director with th e nominee of the 


league for industrial democracy— 
and by M ayor Daniel Webster Koan, 
of Milwaukee. It was seconded by a 
i dozen or more delegates. 
Dem onstrations, winch began with 
the nom ination, reached an uproari­ 
ous climax when Thom as was es­ 
corted into tile convention hall by 
Mayor Hoan. 
The hall was a mass of red flags 
as delegates paraded about the aisles 
with the standards of their states. 
Thomas led the delegates in the 
singing 
of 
the 
"Internationale," 
with his right arm aloft and fist 
clenched, as he was carried on the 
shoulders of delegates from his home 
state to the platform for an inform al 
acceptance spech of a few words.

In parks, m ountains, in yards and 
orchards, along streets and high­ 
ways—in short wherever there are 
sizeable trees—the insects are m ak­ 
ing their weird, shrill music. 
'More Noise Coming 
It’s not much of a noise yet, in 
most places, but Just wait! 
Accord­ 
ing to reports of previous invasions, 
the din when it reaches its height 
will be like thousands of band-saws 
all going at once. 
The locust is not m aking this 
racket just for the fun of it. It s in­ 
stinct with him. for he is calling for 
his mate. H ie pronoun "he" is used 
advisedly, for the females make no 
noise. 
I t’s all done by the lonely, 
amorous male. 
One fruit grower says very little 
I m ating lias taken place yet. 
When 
it has, the male locust will cease to 
; sing. 
Meanwhile, he will keep up 
his serenading until his appeal is 
answered. 
“Female locusts apparently have no 
auditory apparatus, a fact which 
worries scientists considerably. The 
theory is th at in some way they 
sense the vibration of the male ab­ 
domen, which m akes the noise. 
The locusts are just us numerous 


this year as in 1919, their last cy­ 
clical year for this area. 
As usual, however, the appearance 
of the insects Ls very uneven. They 
are numerous in old orchards and 
woodland lots and near old trees, 
but comparatively rare 
in 
areas 
where trees are scarce.
